Of Dairy Cattle 


By G. E. GORDON 
- Extension Specialist In Dairying 


Good feeding practice demands an- 
-imals that have ability to consume 
feed and to use that feed efficiently in 
producing whatever product they are 
used for. This point is very nicely ex- 
plained by Professor Wilber J. Fraser, 
Professor of Dairy Farming, University 
of Illinois, in his recent book entitled 
“Profitable Farming and Life Manage- 
ment.” This book does more than point 
| out good farming practice. It is a phil- 
osophical treatise on good living 
through farming. Professor Fraser’s 
statement on the relationship between 
the ability of an animal to consume 
‘feed and the efficiency of production 
follows: 

“The efficiency of any animal is de- 
termined by the relation between the 
amount of feed consumed and the 
amount of product derived from it, 
‘whether that product be milk, meat, 
wool, or energy for work. All animals 
must first be supplied with the feed 
necessary for maintenance. The effi- 
ciency of the animal therefore depends 
upon the amount of feed consumed 
above maintenance and converted into 
the product for which the animal] is 
kept
